The closest prior art, Yaremko differs from the claimed invention in at least the 
porosity of the filter. The filter in Yaremko is intended to trap agglutinates while 
passing all other cellular material. There is no suggestion to reduce the porosity 
of the filter to within the claimed range because that range would trap 
unagglutinated cellular material, which is not the goal of Yaremko.
